Railway construction gang of Jewish laborers in the early 1880’s. 

The transcontinental railway—a spiderweb of steel linking a nation together—was built 
by the labor of many men, among them—friendless and perhaps fearful—were the occasional work 
gangs of Jews, immigrants newly arrived from Eastern Europe. Still dressed in their Jewish garb, 
still bearded in Jewish fashion, and commanded in their own tongue by a bilingual overseer, they 
worked with pick axe, shovel and sledge hammer. 

The railway finished, they realized they could become a part of the nation which it 
served. So they staved—to become the storekeepers of the whistle-stop railway towns, and the 
itinerant salesmen of the homesteaders’ communities. Their sons became the merchants of the 
bright new cities of the West; their grandsons are among the business and professional men serv¬ 
ing th<* West’s great, growing population. And, today, the contribution made by the Jewish 
laborers who helped to build the railway, now shines like a bright thread in the tapestry of 
Alberta’s development 

The Jewish people—like other ethnic groups in Alberta—are an integral part of the prov¬ 
ince, recognized by another “proud Westerner” .

Hail storms are nothing new in this part of South¬ 
ern Alberta, but never in the memory of the writer 
have so many separate storms hit at the same time 
and wreaked such widespread damage as did the 
storms Wednesday of last week. 

Every summer we have to write of hail storms 
hitting this district or that district or of a storm cut¬ 
ting a swath right through this part of the province. 
But few parts of the county escaped at least some 
damage in last week’s storms and if the estimate of 
20,000 acres completely hailed out and another 30,000 
acres hit to a lesser degree is reasonably accurate the 
value of the lost crops, even in a dry year, would be 
around the million dollar mark. 

Hail is but one of the many hazards of farming, 
but it can cause such tremendous damage in a very 
few minutes that it is probably the most feared. Many 
of our friends have been hailed out more often than 
they have harvested a crop and yet there is always 
the hope that “next year” will bring a proper reward 
for their efforts and work. 

Research on the cause and prevention of hail 
storms continues and some day science may come up 
with an answer. The normal hazards of a year being 
too wet or too dry, of cutworms, wireworms, grass¬ 
hoppers, weeds and what-have-you, would be more 
easily faced if and when the scourge of hail can be 
controlled.

Keep The Streets Clean 

Vulcan’s business section street paving program 
is now in high gear and due to be completed early in 
August and this seems like a most appropriate time 
to bring forward a recommendation recently voiced 
by various businessmen that litter receptacles be 
placed at strategic spots on the sidewalks downtown. 

Empty cigarette packages, candy bar wrappers 
and similar types of trash have for years been care¬ 
lessly discarded on the sidewalks or in the street gut¬ 
ters for lack of a better place to put them. The hard¬ 
surfaced streets should lend themselves to a continu¬ 
ing campaign to keep the sidewalks and streets clean 
and free of litter but proper receptacles must be pro¬ 
vided if such an effort is to be at all successful. 

This would appear to be the town’s responsibility, 
although the Retail Merchants Section of the Board 
of Trade might also be interested. The cost of a few 
trash receptacles, distinctly marked as such, should 
not be great. A little prodding might be necessary to 
discourage the throwing of trash on the sidewalks 
and in the gutters, but it should be just as important 
to keep town streets clean as it is public highways 
and discarding litter on a public highway can now 
lead to the offender receiving a summons and a fine. 

We think the suggestion is a worthwhile one. It
